Tokyo, Dec. 24—(AP)—A sur- 


prise amnesty freed 15 high rank- 
ing Japanese war criminal sus- 
pects this Christmas eve.

Hideki Tojo and six other top war 
criminals were hanged only a few 
hours earlier. The amnesty order 
cleared ' 19 names, leaving only 
two major crimes defendants, who 
are now on trial. 


Three of those freed were mem- 


bers of Tojo's Pearl Harbor cabi- 
net. Two others joined his cabi- 
net later in the war, and two 
more served in previous Japanese 
cabinets.

What This World Needs Most

^•nEACE on earth, good will to men?" What a laugh! 


JL 
We've heard people express themselves to that effect. 


They may be the cynics who tell you that Christmas is just 
a tremendous commercialized promotion by manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers to snag off the sentimentalists' 
dollars. They may be the people who, weary of the seem- 
ingly endless grist of depressing headlines, describing violent 
words and violent clashes between man and man. These 
people, with, perhaps excusable bitterness, will tell you that 
"Peace on earth, good will to men," never did exist, does 
not now exist and never will exist. 


But they are wrong. And happily, they are in the minor- 


ity. For there truly is a Christmas spirit. You could almost 
feel it during the weeks just before Christmas, when, as the 
holiday drew closer, people seemed to become nicer. They 
were more tolerant of each other. They didn't push and 
shove in the stores, even though overcrowded aisles put a 
strain on patience. There were understanding smiles where 
ordinarily there would be frowns of annoyance. 
VES, there certainly is a spirit of good will abroad. And 
1 it affects people of all kinds and creeds rather than those 
to whom Christmas has a special religious significance. To- 
day you find thousands of people partaking of Christmas— 
the good will part, the making other people happy part— 
who, a few generations ago would not have done so. Today, 
in the United States, Christmas is celebrated by the vast 
majority of us because most of us, no matter what our 
faith, enjoy the feeling of goodness and inner peace en- 
geiidered bstithe-aea^on. 


The tragedy of it all is that this "era of good feeling" is 


so fleeting. After Christmas, the gay trees come down, the 
songs are stilled. We tend to revert to our year-long habits 
of self-centered thinking and forget about the other fellow— 
at whom we smiled so warmly during Christmas week. 


Perhaps some day the Christmas spirit will last the year 


around. That's a large, large order to fill and will take some 
doing. But we can reflect that, at least in this country, there 
is wider diffusion of the Christmas spirit today than there 
used to be. Maybe it WILL spread to the rest of the world. 
It certainly would make the world a much nicer place.

Pope Declares We Are 


at Brink of War Again 


Vatican City, Dec. 24—(AP)— 


Pope Pius XII—drawing a sorrow- 
ful balance for 1948—declared to- 
day |hat once again the world is 
menaced by war. 


The pontiff said in a Christmas 


message to the world that the 
past year, which at first had ap- 
peared to be the start of a surge 
toward true peace, today "seem* 
instead opening upon the edge of 
ft precipice." 


The forces of the world, he 


said, are moving toward two op- 
posed poles, both desiring peace 
but "both placing it in-danger." 
The pope did not mention com* 
muniMB by name, nor allude du 


rectly to east-west differences. 


"Some," he said, "are taking 


the old saying, not entirely false, 
but which lends itself to misun- 
derstanding and 
is 
frequently 


abuicd, thst "if you want peace, 
prepare for war." 


Others, he said, believe 
they 


will find salvation in the formula 
—peace at any price. Both aides 
want peace, he added, but both 
endanger It 


War and the post-war yean,

To the country, trying to meet

that helped drain inflation money 
into the treasury, and they sought 
ways and means of perpetuating 
it, at leasr on a modest basis that 
would not take too much money 
from th» individual better, or pay 
too much back. 


The Czechoslovak 
government 


also operated a quarterly lottery 
but it got nowhere near the play 
of the football pool scheme.

There will be no Cauca- 
sian*, Japanese, Chinese, Fili- 
pino* or Koreans, the groups that 
now compose the Island's popula- 
tion, one of the most heterogene- 
ous in the world. 


Trend is Felt 


In an address. Dr. Andrew Land, 


of the University of Hawaii, said 
there is already evidence of a j 
"growing tendency towards build-1 
ing a single people." 


•"The time is not far off." he re- 


marked, "when it will not only 
be impossible to maintain racial 
distinctions, but will be desirable 
to use a different basis for classi- 
fication." Even now, he said, it 
is becoming increasingly more in- 
accurate to refer to separate 
racal groups.
